REPORT  FOR  1897. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  present  my  Report  as  to  the  Health  of  the  District 
for  the  year  1897. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  44,364  acres. 

The  population  at  the  1891  Census,  was  26,571. 

To  the  middle  of  1897,  the  estimated  population  amounts 


to  29,403. 

During  the  year,  965  births  were  registered,  viz.,  486 males 
and  479  females. 

During  the  same  period  431  deaths  were  registered,  viz., 
200  males  and  231  females. 

The  natural  increase  of  the  population  by  the  excess  of 


births  over  deaths  is  534. 

The  Birth  rate  for  the  year  was  32-8  per  thousand  of  the 
population. 

The  Death  rate  for  the  year  was  14-5  per  thousand  of  the 
population. 

The  infantile  Death  rate  (i.c.  infants  under  one  year)  was 
3.6  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

The  infantile  Death  rate  (of  infants  under  one  year)  of  those 
born  during  the  year  was  111-9,  and  the  infantile  Death  rate 
(of  infants  under  five  years)  of  those  born  during  the  year  was 
as  large  as  161-6,  that  is,  of  the  965  births,  about  one  sixth 
died  at  the  beginning  of  life.

Eighteen  inquests  were  held  during  the  year. 

Nine  deaths  were  not  medically  certified. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  notifications  of  infectious  disease 
were  received  during  the  year,  being  three  less  than  the  previous 
year. 

My  hope  that  an  Isolation  Hospital  would  be  provided 
during  the  Jubilee  year  was  doomed  to  disappointment,  chiefly, 
I  believe,  in  consequence  of  the  difficulty  of  finding  a  suitable 
site.  The  Hospital  Committee  will,  I  hope,  soon  see  their  way 
out  of  the  difficulty,  for,  as  I  have  previously  said,  we  cannot 
isolate  in  the  homes  of  the  poor.  At  all  events,  I  think  that 
cottages  might  be  hired  in  the  more  populous  places  and  carried 
out  at  small  expense  for  the  isolation  of  first  cases.  Unless 
something  of  the  kind  is  provided,  I  see  no  prospect  of  the 
number  of  infectious  cases,  more  especially  Scarlet  Fever,  being 
reduced. 

The  Zymotic  history  of  the  District  may  be  related  as 
follows,  viz.  : — 

Small-pox. — No  cases  occurred  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Two  deaths.  This  disease  keeps  up  its 
premier  place  among  the  Zymotic  Diseases.  In  the  early  part 
of  the  year  it  broke  out  at  Spondon,  in  the  house  of  the  school¬ 
master.  The  house  is  some  distance  from  the  schools,  and  the 
master  (to  prevent  the  probability  of  his  communicating  the 
disease  to  the  scholars)  took  lodgings  away  from  the  schools  and 
did  not  return  until  all  danger  had  passed.  There  was  no 
spread  among  the  scholars.  Scarlet  Fever  also  broke  out  at  the 
Post  Office  in  Melbourne,  and,  on  my  recommendation,  the  office 
was  removed  to  other  premises.  This  had  the  effect  of  pre¬ 
venting  its  spread  among  the  public.  I  made  several  visits  to 
Little  Eaton,  where  Scarlet  Fever  was  epidemic.  The  schools 
were  closed  for  five  weeks,  during  which  no  cases  were  notified. 
On  their  being  re-opened,  several  more  cases  occured,  and  it  was 
agreed  to  close  them  again  for  an  extended  period.  The  schools 
and  the  houses  of  the  children  in  the  village  were  disinfected. 
The  schools  were  re-opened  after  a  closure  of  seven  weeks, 
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making  with  the  previous  closure,  three  months.  It  is  now 
three  months  since  the  schools  were  re-opened  for  the  second 
time,  and  there  have  not  been  any  cases  since.  This  is  a  good 
instance  of  school  influence  in  the  spread  of  such  a  disease  as 
Scarlet  Fever.  At  Norman  ton  there  were  several  cases  of  the 
disease,  but  it  did  not  result  in  an  epidemic.  Throughout  the 
District  sporadic  cases  kept  breaking  out  during  the  year, 
making  altogether  74  cases. 

Diphtheria. — Four  deaths  out  of  fifteen  cases,  which 
occurred  in  dift'erent  villages,  but  there  was  no  epidemic  in  any 
of  them  to  call* for  school  closure  or  any  exceptional  measures. 
The  chief  causes  of  this  disease,  in  my  opinion,  were  insanitary 
surroundings,  such  as  foul  efiluvia  from  cesspools,  drains,  ikc. 
I  could  not  connect  the  disease  in  any  case  with  either  milk  or 
water. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Four  deaths  occurred  in  the  District  from 
this  disease.  There  were  several  sporadic  cases  in  different 
villages  in  the  District,  but  no  epidemic  in  any  of  them,  except 
Ockbrook,  which  I  reported  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 
In  this  outbreak,  the  first  case  notified  was  that  of  a  woman, 
age  26.  This  was  on  August  6th.  Between  that  date  and  the 
22nd  September,  when  the  outbreak  ceased,  seven  other  cases 
occurred,  making  eight  in  all.  The  ages  of  these  ranged  from 
49  years  to  7  years.  With  the  exception  of  the  first  case,  they 
all  lived  at  the  bottom  of  two  converging  hills,  one  hill  being 
occupied  in  great  part  by  cottages,  and  the  other  being  agri¬ 
cultural  land.  In  this  valley  were  the  cottages  where,  the  cases 
occurred.  A  small  brook  runs  through  the  valley,  but  in  dry 
weather,  there  is  only  a  very  little  water  from  a  spring  on  the 
hillside  running  into  it.  This  spring  is  supplied  from  the  surface 
water  draining  out  of  the  agricultural  land. 

During  the  very  dry  weather  of  last  summer,  the  occupiers 
of  these  houses  obtained  their  water  for  domestic  purposes  from 
this  spring,  in  preference  to  the  wells  adjoining  their  houses. 
Filth  had  accumulated  in  the  watercourse  above,  and  when  rain 
came,  it  was  wu.shed  into  the  basin  containing  the  spring  water. 
On  examining  the  water  1  found  it  largely  contaminated  with 
organic  matter. 

Measures  were  taken  to  prevent  the  people  from  using  this 
water,  and  the  ditch  or  watercourse  cleaned  out ;  also  several 
cases  of  nuisances  near  were  removed. 

1  may  add  that  the  first  case  notified,  although  she  did  not 
live  in  this  valley,  had  been  daily  visiting  there. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  this  small  outbreak  of  Typhoid  was 
caused  by  the  people  using  the  polluted  spring  water. 
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Among  the  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  the  District  which  I 
investigated,  was  one  at  Normanton  in  the  person  of  a  young 
married  woman.  This  was  an  interesting  case,  inasmuch  as  a 
boy  came  on  a  visit  to  her  from  Maidstone  where  the  Fever  was 
largely  epidemic  at  the  time.  I  believe  he  was  sent  out  of  the 
way  of  it.  This  boy,  soon  after  he  arrived  at  Normanton  was 
taken  ill  with  Diarrhoea,  and  on  this  subsiding,  was  sent  home 
again  to  Maidstone,  where  he  developed  a  severe  attack  of 
Typhoid,  I  think  that  the  attack  of  Diarrhoea  in  the  boy  was 
the  commencement  of  Typhoid  Fever,  and  that  the  young  lady 
at  Normanton  contracted  the  disease  from  him,  since  she  nursed 
him  and  handled  the  clothes  soiled  by  the  excreta,  &c.,  and  I 
could  not  find  any  local  cause  for  it,  as  the  house  where  she 
lives  is  a  very  good  one  and  the  surroundings  healthy. 

Some  of  the  cases  of  Sporadic  Typhoid  Fever  were  con¬ 
tracted  out  of  the  District,  and  were  brought  home  to  be  nursed. 

Measlts. — Nine  deaths  in  different  villages,  but  the  only 
village  where  the  disease  was  largely  epidemic  was  West  Hallam, 
where  the  Schools  were  closed  for  a  time,  and  bills  of  instruction 
were  posted  about  the  place. 

Diarrhoea. — Fourteen  deaths,  thirteen  of  which  occurred  in 
infants  under  5  years  of  age.

During  the  year,  I  have  investigated,  throughout  the 
District  (generally  accompanied  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector) 
many  insanitary  conditions,  including  houses  unfit  for  habitation 
at  Draycott  and  Sandiacre,  overcrowding  at  Osmaston,  Pollution 
of  Osmaston  Brook,  Pigeon-keeping  and  filth  at  Melbourne,  &c. 
In  June  I  attended  a  Local  Government  Enquiry  at  Sandiacre, 
respecting  a  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme  by  Sandiacre  and  Stapleford, 
which  is  greatly  needed  in  both  places. 

At  Chellaston,  the  churchyard  was  ordered  to  be  cl  sed  by 
the  Home  Secretary,  m  consequence  of  its  being  overcrowded, 
and  I  inspected  an  adjacent  piece  of  ground  to  be  used  in  future. 
At  Draycott,  also,  the  churchyard  being  too  full,  a  piece  of 
ground  has  been  added. 

No  bad  meat  cases  have  come  under  my  notice  during  the 
year  ;  nor  nuisances  caused  by  noxious  trades. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  has  not,  so 
far  as  I  remember,  been  adopted  in  this  District. 

The  Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1890,  has  been  partially 
adopted  in  some  Parishes,  chiefly  sections  with  regard  to 
bye-laws. 

Water  supply  generally  in  the  District  is  procured  from  wells, 
most  of  which  are  shallow  and  of  course  liable  to  the  risk  of  con¬ 
tamination.  At  West  Hallain  and  Stanley,  which  are  colliery 
places,  there  is  almost  always  a  great  dearth  of  water.  In  Mel¬ 
bourne,  Sandiacre,  Osmaston,  and  Norman  ton,  however,  the  supply 
is  from  waterworks,  and  the  water  from  which  is  very  good. 

During  the  year  I  have  examined  samples  from  different 
portions  of  the  District,  many  of  which  I  have  found  to  be 
impure.
